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Remarks/Arguments NOV 2 0 2006 

Claims 6, 9-11, 14, 19, and 21-28 are pending in the application. Claims 11, 14, 19, 21- 
23, and 28 are withdrawn. Claims 1-5, 7-8, 12-13, 15-18, and 20 having been cancelled. 
Independent claims 10 and 24 have been amended to recite "the template being adapted to 
allow a determination of an alignment of the foot on the template in a neutral position used as a 
reference point for determining a degree of supination or pronation" . This amendment is 
supported by the following passage from the specification:

The cited prior art does not teach or suggest any means in a template on which a foot is 
positioned for a determination of a neutral position. The Examiner considers elements 76, 81, 
and 86 to be a template. In Graf, element 76 is apart from where the foot is placed. Elements 
81 and 86 are perpendicular reference lines in an apparent fixed relationship with each other. 
Therefore they are not suitable for allowing any determination of the neutral position, and any 
such determination must be made apart from anything that is the template. Accordingly, all 
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claims are allowable for at least this reason. New claims 29-34 recited additional features that 
distinguish over the cited art and are supported by the quoted passage above, for example.
